supported in the body of the claim. Therefore, these claims are not patentable under 35 
U.S.C 101.

2. Claim 12 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 12 is a hybrid claim. This is because claim 12 is a system claim which 
dependent upon claim 1 which is method claim. Appropriate correction and/or 
clarification is required.
